Ultimate sacrifice 
of Mametz Wood 


I N World War 1, 
more than eight 
million men 
were killed and a 
further 37 million 
wounded, and 
nowhere was the 
slaughter greater 
than on the Somme 
battlefield, in a 
battle which began 
on July 1,1916, and 
went on to last for 
several months. 

Over the past week, I 
have been privileged to 
attend a number of 
ceremonies and events to 
remember our 
courageous heroes who 
served our country, 
defended our freedoms, 
and kept us safe. 

We remembered all 
those who have fallen 
and those who risked 
their lives to protect us. 

On July 1, the Battle 
of Mametz Wood in 
France began, a battle 
which involved the 
Welsh Division and 
generals hoped it would 
only last a few hours. 

Instead, the battle 
lasted for five days and 
on the first day alone, 


over 400 casualties were 
sustained. Not a single 
tree was left untouched. 

On the centenary, I 
attended a service in 
Mametz to remember 
our Welsh heroes who 
paid the ultimate 
sacrifice, as Wales 
remembers the centenary 
of the Battle of the 
Somme. 

Casualty figures for 
the Welsh Division 
amounted to nearly 
4,000 when the wounded 
and those listed as 
“missing” were counted, 
and that does not include 
the numbers of German 
dead, which would have 
been a similar figure. 

At 8pm on July 11, 
the Germans issued 
orders for their 
withdrawal and the 
fighting for Mametz 
Wood was over. Sadly, 
for many, many years, 
the Welsh Division did 
not receive the credit it 
deserved for the 
sacrifices made during 
that period. 

We stand together to 
remember the ultimate 
sacrifice they made.

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Neighbours rally round 
Barry woman who may 
have to leave her home

THE neighbours of 
a Barry woman who 
was given a notice to 
quit her house 
turned up on 
Tuesday morning to 
support her bid to 
stay in it. 

Margaret Howes (55) 
has lived on Holland 
Way, off Trehame Road, 
for 52 years. Until very 
recently she had been 
with her parents. 

But she suffered a 
double bereavement this 
year. First, in January, 
her father, John died, 
then in April her mother 
Delia died. The tenancy, 
last dated May 5, 1975, 
was in their names. 

Margaret, who suffers 
from a rare disease, 
Klippel-Feil syndrome, 
told The GEM last 
week: “I have loved it 
here. If I was thrown 
out, I would be out of 
my comfort zone. The 
neighbours knock on my 
door to make sure I’m 
all right. I don’t know 
where I’d go.” 

She was given a notice 
to quit on June 17 
advising her of the 
‘Ending of Tenancy’. It 
said she had to leave by 


July 18, and she had to 
ensure the property was 
clear of personal 
possessions, and that she 
had to hand her keys in at 
the Civic Offices. 

Last week a council 
spokesperson said: “Ms 
Howes has now 
presented to our 
Homelessness Team and 
has been given advice 
and assistance to resolve 
her housing situation. 

We are currently looking 
for properties that are 
suitable for Ms Howes’ 
needs.” 

Margaret does live in 
a three-bedroomed 
house, but the family 
point out there are lots 
of people in a similar 
position, and that she is 
prepared to pay the cost 
of the bedroom tax (also 
known as the spare 
bedroom subsidy). 

Her brother Jonathan 
said this week: “No 
progress is being made. 
She has been bounced 
from pillar to post. There 
aren’t suitable one 
bedroom properties, and 
there is not much about 
in ‘private rented’. 

“It’s been suggested 
she could go down to the 
hostel on Treharne Road 


- effectively that would 
make her homeless. 

“At the King William 
pub people have said to 
me ‘it’s disgusting 
what’s happening to 
your sister’. It has been 
a big talking point on 
Facebook too.” 

Over 300 local people 
have signed a petition 
hoping that she will be 
allowed to stay, but as 
the deadline looms, 
Margaret, who is on 
anti-depressants, is 
getting more worried. 

She said: “I don’t 
want to leave this place. 
It’s where I grew up and 


I know all the 
neighbours.” 

The family insists she 
should be able to stay 
where she feels happy 
and safe. 

The Vale’s Assembly 
Member Jane Hutt is 
looking into the case. 

As The GEM was 
going to press there 
appeared to be progress. 
Margaret’s family said 
they had received a 
letter from the housing 
department explaining 
that although she could 
not have a family home, 
she could remain in 
occupation until 


suitable 

accommodation was 
found. 

A council 

spokesperson, said: 
“The council is 
sympathetic to the 
sensitivities of Ms 
Howes’ situation and 
have confirmed that we 
will work, with her over 
the next few weeks to 
find an amicable 
solution. Officers will 
be visiting Ms Howes 
this week to further 
explore options, so that 
we can reach a 
satisfactory 
conclusion.” 


Library campaigner 
triumphs in the 
Rhoose by-election 


‘SAVE Rhoose 
Library’ 

campaigner Adam 
Riley won the 
village’s Vale 
Council by-election 
on Thursday, June 
30. 

The election had been 
caused by the sad death 
of popular independent 
Rhoose councillor Phil 
Clarke. 

Coun Riley, who 
lives in East Aberthaw 
with his partner and two 
children, is a civil 
servant and led the Save 
Rhoose Library 
campaign for two years. 

Prior to his election 
Coun Riley had 
expressed concerns at 
the lack of infrastructure 
in Rhoose. 

“Population growth 
due to housing 
development has pushed 
Rhoose towards the size 
of a small town. And yet 
I see none of the 
benefits of a town - 
decent infrastructure, a 
local economy, open 
spaces for children to 
play safely. 

“All I see are more 
houses. Plans for future 
development in the ward 
must be examined and 
challenged much more 
rigorously to make sure 
that they will include 


what is so badly 
needed.” 

Mr Riley polled 598 
votes; Welsh 
Conservative, Gordon 
Kemp 520 votes; Welsh 
Labour, Graham 
Loveluck-Edwards 401 
votes; Independent, 
Rachel Banner 399 
votes; Plaid Cymru, Ian 
Perry, 104 votes; Welsh 
Liberal Democrat, 
Robin Lynn 24 votes; 
and The Pirate Party 
UK, candidate James 
Fyfe 4 votes.

Ms Howes was given notice to quit 
the home she had shared with her 
parents for 52 years. Sadly, she 
recently suffered a double bereavement 
of both parents who were the named 
tenants. In my opinion, the time span 
for persons to vacate property is 
unacceptable and not always attainable 
in these sensitive situations. 

Perhaps a rethink of these draconian 
rules should be updated to take into 
consideration each individual case. 

I understand a three bedroom 
property is needed and appropriate for a 
family; however, if the Vale Council 


had built more housing in the past, 
these problems would not arise. 

Good luck to Ms Howes; I hope she 
will be allocated suitable 
accommodation in a fami li ar area she 
can identify with. 

On another page of your newspaper, 
there was a similar problem caused by 
the Vale Council: Mr Evans was also 
threatened with an eviction letter; yet 
again, another template letter with no 
identification of circumstances or 
profound investigation to reach a 
correct conclusion. 

What is going on in that office? It 
comes to something that people’s 
delicate circumstances have to be 
published in the public domain for the 
right conclusion to be reached. Yes, I 
agree Mr Evans, you should have a 
letter of apology.

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Council earmarks £44 million 
for Barry secondary schools 


THE Vale Council is putting 
forward a proposal to invest £44 
million into two new mixed-sex 
secondary schools in Barry to 
replace the existing Barry 
Comprehensive and Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive schools. 

A public consultation will be launched in 
September and subject to the consideration 
of responses from that consultation, the 
new schools could open in September 
2018. 

Last week, concerns were raised at the 
fact that admissions to Barry Boys and 
Bryn Hafren were undersubscribed, 
whereas admissions to St Cyres and 
Cowbridge Comprehensive were over¬ 
subscribed. 

Lis Burnett, the cabinet member for 
regeneration and education, said at the time 
that the council’s programme of investment 
would result in a levelling out of demand in 
the Vale. 

The new schools would be based on the 


existing sites of Barry’s two single-sex 
schools. £11.5m has been earmarked for 
investment into buildings currently 
occupied by Bryn Hafren Comprehensive 
School and £32.5m for a new school 
building and a centre of behavioural 
excellence on the Barry Comprehensive 
School site. Both new schools would have a 
capacity of 1,100 places. 

Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet member for 
regeneration and education, said: “We 
know that both parents and pupils in the 
Vale have long desired a change to mixed 
schooling. 

“The council’s new plan for 
transforming English medium education in 
Barry will not only deliver this but it will 
also deliver on our longstanding 
commitment to invest in the futures of the 
children and young people of the Vale. 

“The success of the Penarth Learning 
Community shows the impact that first 
class facilities can have not only on 
achievement but also the wellbeing of 
pupils. 


“Construction is already underway on 
the Llantwit Learning Community and if 
these proposals are agreed and receive the 
endorsement of parents and pupils during 
consultation, then work will begin on 
delivering equally good facilities for 
Barry.” 

As Bryn Hafren and Barry 
Comprehensive schools currently share the 
same catchment area, the creation of two 
new mixed sex schools would require 
catchment areas to be redrawn. 

Subject to consideration by cabinet, 
public consultation would begin on 
September 5,2016. The consultation would 
be open to all interested parties, with a 
focus on parents, pupils, and staff, and 
would run for six weeks. 

A separate consultation is currently 
being undertaken on a proposal to invest 
£19m into Ysgol Gymraeg Bro Morgannwg 
to enable an increase in the number of 
Welsh medium secondary school places in 
the Vale. The two proposals are not 
interlinked and can progress separately. 


Racism claims not backed up 


On June 23, the 
United Kingdom 
voted to leave the EU. 
A week after Britons 
awoke to the news, 
The GEM people in 
the Vale for their 
opinions. 

What sparked this 
quizzing of residents and 
business people was not 
the rash of statements 
from local politicos, nor 
even the raft of letters 
from correspondents 
throughout the Vale on 
the Referendum, but a 
letter run in The GEM. 

Headlined ‘Casual 
bigotry on Cowbridge 
streets’, it referred to a 
conversation reportedly 
heard in the town that 
‘immigrants’ should “get 
on with it and leave”. 

The difference 

between Brexiteers and 
Remainers in the Vale 
was 1.46 percentage 
points (1,009 votes). 
Perhaps this, and reports 
of differing views in 
families and friends, 
causing some upset, is 
why people in 
Cowbridge who were 
keen to answer questions 
relating to reported 
racism and the 
Referendum, were less 
enthusiastic about their 
names being used or 


photographs taken. 

No-one reported ever 
hearing racist language 
in Cowbridge, aside from 
one woman from eastern 
Europe. 

Her husband, an 
Englishman, was warned 
against displaying an 
England flag in his car 
during the early stages of 
the Euro 2016 
tournament. 

“He was told that a 
politician (in Wales) had 
described English people 
as ‘idiots and racists’ and 
his friends were warning, 
not threatening him.” 

The consensus was 
that racism and obvious 
bigotry in Cowbridge 
had not been evident 
before the Referendum, 
nor was it now. 

Reasons cited by 
people included that 
because Cowbridge was 
a relatively small town, 
everyone knew everyone 
else, if only by sight. 

“You’re not going to 
be racist to someone 
you’re likely to pass on 
the street each day, or 
bump into in the 
checkout queue,” said a 
middle-aged man and 
business owner. 

“I think it’s the sort of 
thing that happens in 
cities or bigger towns, 
not here.” 


This view was borne 
out by a woman, who 
recently moved from 
Cardiff, who said: “I 
haven’t experienced 
bigotry since moving 
here” 

She was one of three 
people who, however, 
used the phrase 
“bubbling under the 
surface” to describe 
racism, though they 
could not directly link it 
to the Referendum, nor 
had they heard of it 
happening in the Vale - 
aside from the recent 
letter in The GEM. 

Two people, though, 
knew of supposed racist 
incidents in Cowbridge, 
although these were 
directed towards others, 
not them, and before the 
recent vote. This follows 
the pattern reported 
elsewhere in national 
media, that such 
incidents seem to happen 
to someone else, rarely 
the person asked. 

One respondent took 
the view that such 
incidents have not led, 
yet, to any arrests. “It’s 
very convenient,” she 
said. “It’s always ‘oh, 
yes; it happened to a 
friend of a friend or ‘I 
read about it on Twitter’. 
Why don’t they report it 
to the police? 
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“No-one seems 

bothered about the 
remarks against older 
people, who seem to 
make up the majority of 
‘Out’ voters.” 

Another woman, a 
business owner and 
firmly in the ‘In’ camp, 
attributed blame to 
national media, including 
the BBC, for a rise in 
tensions post- 

Referendum between 
people regardless of race 
or ethnicity. 

“The media focused 
too much on the 
‘negative’ aspects of 
leaving, when people 
really needed facts, not 
fear. 

“I’m for ‘In’ and 
would vote the same way 
again - and I even want a 
second EU Referendum 
- but the issue needed 
and needs balanced 
reporting.” 

SHOCKING 

On July 3, Richard 
Bertin, an independent 
councillor for the Barry 
Court ward issued a news 
release, which, on the 
face of it was quite 
shocking. 

Coun Bertin stated 
that, as a result of the 
Leave vote, South Wales 
Police had: “... reported 
an increase in racially- 
motivated hate crime 
towards various groups 
from ethnic-minority 
backgrounds .” 

He went on to say that 
a motion will be placed 
before the Vale Council 
later this month calling 
on the authority to “...do 
more following the 
Referendum to reduce 
racial tension in the 
community .” 

The GEM contacted 
South Wales Police over 
the reports of an increase 
in race-hate crime in the 
area. 

Putting Coun Bertin’s 
specific report to the 
force, a spokesman 
replied: “There has not 
been a marked increase 
in (racially-motivated) 
hate crime linked to 
Brexit or the EU 
Referendum in the Vale.” 

The GEM later 
received a statement 
from South Wales Police 
on the same subject. In 
this statement, 

Superintendent Liane 
Bartlett said: “We have 
not seen an increase in 


hate crime incidents 
reported to us in the past 
week (since the 
Referendum).” 

She went on to say 
that this does not mean 
that abuse of that nature 
is not taking place, and 
urged anyone affected by 
such behaviour to contact 
the police. 

Statistics are open to 
interpretation, but facts, 
such as reported 
incidents, far less so. The 
fact is that - according to 
South Wales Police - 
there has not been a 
reported rise in racially- 
motivated crime. 

Everyone The GEM 
spoke to in Cowbridge 
was asked questions 
about the Referendum 
itself, specifically 
whether they would vote 
the same way again and 
whether a second 
referendum should be 
held. 

Everyone in this snap 
survey stuck to their 
guns. The ‘Outers’ 
remained so, and the 
‘Inners’ likewise. 

Opinions as to what 
happens next did not split 
so easily along these 
lines. 

Some Inners called for 
a second Referendum, 
with one stating “...it 
cannot do any harm”. All 
in this camp thought that 
it should be opened up to 
16 and 17-year-olds. 

One claimed that the 
EU is “more democratic 
than Westminster” and 
that the ‘mother of 
parliaments’ should be 
done away with in favour 
of Brussels and 
Strasbourg. 

The majority, 

however, said that 
democracy had been 
served and that the 
decision must be 
respected. 

• As The GEM was 
going to press yesterday, 
(Wednesday) Coun 
Bertin responded to 
requests for a further 
comment in light of the 
police statement.. 

He said that his 
information was 

“through people telling 
me, community groups, 
bobbies on the beat, but 
not officially from South 
Wales Police.” 



Police investigate 
unexplained death

The statement continued: “He had 
recently left the army and was looking 
forward to the next chapter of his life. 
He was a good guy with a heart of 
gold, and will be sorely missed by all 
who loved and knew him.” 

Thomas is believed to have 
collapsed following a disturbance in 
the street at approximately 4am and 
police officers are trying to establish 
the full circumstances surrounding 
what happened. 

Despite the efforts of police and 
paramedics at the scene, he died 
shortly afterwards at the University 
Hospital of Wales, Cardiff. 

The police are urging anybody who 
was there at the time or in the moments 
before he collapsed to come forward if 
they have not already done so. 

His sudden death is currently being 
treated as unexplained. A post mortem 
has been carried out and officers are 
now awaiting further tests to 
determine the cause of death. 


Temporary Detective Chief 
Inspector Mark O’Shea, said: 
“Thomas Sloman’s family are being 
given support by specially trained 
family liaison officers during this very 
difficult time. 

“We are trying to establish exactly 
what happened in the moments leading 
up to when Thomas collapsed. 

“Anyone who was there at the time 
or who has information, who has not 
yet spoken to us, should make contact 
immediately.” 

A 42-year-old man who was 
arrested on Saturday in connection 
with the incident has been released on 
police bail pending further enquiries. 
No further action is being taken 
against a 29-year-old man arrested 
following the incident.

PENARTH and District 
Lesotho Trust (PADLT) 
arranged a meeting last 
Tuesday in which the drought 
crisis in Lesotho was the topic 
for discussion.

Farm. 

More fields and a 
steep flight of steps into 
a sunken lane led them 
to Pear Tree Barn for 
more purchases, this 
time duck eggs and 
local honey, prior to 
lunch in the beautiful 
grounds of the ruined 
White Castle. 

The group then 
descended through long 
grassed fields and 
crossing the Trerew 
Brook, a short walk 
along the B4521 led to 
a bridge over the River 
Trothy and through 
riverside meadows into 
the beautiful manicured 
grounds of the Glen 
Trothy Estate. 

Reaching Llanfair 
Gilgoed and pausing at 
St Mary’s Church 
where water is left for 
weary travellers, more 
fields being cut by the 
farmer for hay led on 
through ripening wheat 
fields. 

They waded across a 
small stream and passed 
through an orchard, 
where the large hump 
of Graig Syfyrddin 
hailed their next climb. 

Some of the group 
took the easier option, 
tramping by road to 
reach Grosmont, whilst 
the remainder began the 
slog up the steep hill 
before resting in the 
shade of a line of trees, 
to admire the sweeping 
views back to the Black 
Mountains. 

Following a forest 
track before descending 
steeply through an 
abandoned farmyard 
into Grosmont, and re¬ 
grouping at the Angel 
Inn, two of the group 
left at this point. 

Heading downhill 
past Little Cross Farm, 
they climbed through a 
lovely beech wood, 
passing banks of pretty 
foxgloves and went out 
into bright evening 
sunshine before heading 
down to fields beside 
the River Monnow, 
Trevonny Farm and 
then uphill to Rickets 
Wood.

Dinas ‘Befriending’ scheme goes on 
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Rachael Connor, chief executive L.

THE successful 
‘Befriending Scheme’ 
organised by Dinas Powys 
Voluntary Concern 
(DPVC) is continuing 
despite the ending of 
Lottery funding. 

This was reported to the 
charity’s AGM by John Fanshaw 
the re-elected chair. 

After three years of support 
DPVC will initially fund the cost 
of employing a part-time 
employee. It is hoped to secure 
further external financial aid. 

The treasurer David Thomas 
reported that the organisation had 
received generous financial 
support from local organisations 
including Dinas Powys Tennis 
Club, Open Gardens, the Music 
Festival and a choir concert at St 
Peter’s. Two substantial legacies 
and also funeral collections were 
received. 

The newest initiative is the 
service to patients requiring 
transport to the new medical 
centre. So far a 1,000 miles has 
been clocked up since March 
with 15 regular drivers carrying 
270 patients. Patients can book 
transport and there is no charge, 
but donations are appreciated. 

In questions from the floor a 
resident stressed that the demands 
for help are only likely to 
increase as public expenditure is 
further reduced. DPVC is 
possibly going to have to raise 
even more funds to meet the 
needs of the community. 

The new committee includes 
vice chair Chris Franks, treasurer 
David Thomas, secretary Wendy 
Lees with Chris Bees a new 
member.

Going for a ramble through 
Cosmeston Country Park 


ON what proved to be a fine evening 
after a somewhat overcast day, nine 
walkers joined Joy, Bracken and 
Bronte from Penarth and District 
Ramblers for an evening stroll at 
Cosmeston Country Park. 

Leaving the car park, the route led past the 
medieval village built to show what life was 
like during 1350. 

The area gained its name from the de 
Costentin family, which came over from 
northern France and built a manor house. 
During the 12th century, the land passed into the 
Caversham family, then the Herbert family in 
the mid-16th century, finally becoming part of 
the Bute family estate after 1766. 

This family was responsible for building 
Mile Road, which led to the small port situated 
at Swanbridge and now bisects the present park 
in between the two lakes formed when the 
limestone quarries were allowed to flood. 

Passing the ruined dovecote, buttercup 
meadows led on to the wooden footbridge over 
the Sully Brook and then into muddy pathways 
through Cogan Wood and emerging into the 
paddocks to walk through a variety of pretty, 
but fragile, orchids, the eastern lake came into 
view. 

Passing the children’s play area and then 
back into woodland before heading downhill 
past the western lake with its tall reed beds, a 
tramp through a grassy meadow led back to the 
start. 

Unfortunately for the four walkers who 
joined Joy at Romilly Park Road, the forecast 
rain came in earlier than expected. 

Setting off for their evening ramble through 
the delightful Romilly Park, which was 
acquired by the council in 1898 from the 
Romilly family, it was a case of dodging the 
many light showers. 

Passing a colourful display of wild flowers 
and then Bridge Cafe and following the feeder 
down to Cold Knap Lake built during the 
1920’s, before heading west across the site of 
the old Knap swimming pool, the view 
extended across the old harbour and crossing 
the stream and the beach, the harbour wall led 


them onto Friar’s Point. 

At Whitmore Bay, despite the weather, 
youngsters were in the sea receiving lifeguard 
training and deviating through a pathway above 
the western shelter into the car park, as the rain 
was becoming more persistent, it was decided to 
shorten the route. 

Heading along the new pathway that joins 
with the cycle track across the causeway, where 
sea defences have recently been upgraded 
opposite the Ship Hotel, they made their way 
back through the Parade Gardens which were 
set out in Edwardian times to complement the 
grand house built along the Parade. 

As the light started to dim and with the threat 
of the heavier rain approaching, a quick spurt 
led them back through Romilly Park to their 
start point at the Gorsedd Stones, erected in 
1920 to mark the site of the national Eisteddfod.

I ’M glad, as I’m 
sure you are, 
that the EU 
Referendum 
campaign is now 
over and a result 
has been delivered.

It is important to 
remember that we do 
have time to get our 
trading relationship 
right with Europe, while 
at the same time 
looking to negotiate 
new deals with the rest 
of the world. 

We will not formally 
leave the EU until after 
the process set in 
motion by the triggering 
of Article 50 has ended. 

This means that the 
EU-affected parts of 
everyday life will not 
change for the time 
being - the benefits and 
drawbacks of EU 
membership will 
remain, until we have 
technically left. 

In this critical 
moment for our country, 
we must choose our 
new relationship with 
the EU in a cool and 
measured way, but we 
must not hesitate in our 
optimism for Britain’s 
future - or seek to re¬ 
open the question of 
membership.

BATTLE OF THE 
SOMME - IN ART

THERE were more than one 
million people dead and 
wounded on all sides, including 
420,000 British casualties, 
about 200,000 from France and 
an estimated 465,000 from 
Germany, during the Battle of 
the Somme. 

Welsh soldiers wounded during the 
conflict were brought into Cardiff by 
train, where they disembarked at 
Grangetown Station and were then 
admitted to Cardiff Royal Infirmary for 
treatment. 

The Battle of the Somme was 


immortalised by official war artists, 
poets, and soldiers’ sketches. 

Margaret Lindsay Williams was 
rejected by David Lloyd George to 
become an official war artist because 
she was a woman. Margaret painted 
Care of Wounded Soldiers at the 
Cardiff Royal Infirmary in 1916. The 
ward, depicted in the painting was later 
named the Mametz Ward. 

The painting, normally exhibited in 
Sandhurst Barracks, is currently on 
loan, forming part of an exhibition 
‘War’s Hell! The Battle of Mametz 
Wood in Art’ at the National Museum 
Cardiff until September 4.

A TEAM of cyclists from 
Costain VINCI has 
undertaken an epic 370-mile 
bike ride to Paris - to raise 
vital funds towards a new 
garden project being built at 
Ty Hafan. 

The challenge, which started from 
the children’s hospice in Sully on 
June 29 forms part of a new 
partnership with the charity, as the 
engineering provider will be 
designing and constructing the garden 
in the grounds of the hospice. 

Twenty-seven cyclists, with six 
support drivers, pedalled around 120 
miles a day aiming to reach the Eiffel 
Tower on July 2. 

Funds raised from the bike ride will 
also benefit Cystic Fibrosis Trust - 
Costain VINCI’s charity of the year. 


Brian Greaves, senior community 
relations manager for Costain VINCI, 
said: “Our target is to raise £10,000 
for for the charities and every member 
of the team has contributed towards 
the cost of the travel so that every 
penny raised will go towards these 
fantastic causes.” 

Barry Woodman, Project Director 
for the Costain VINCI Joint Venture, 
said: “The proposal to redesign and 
develop the garden and surrounding 
woodlands at Ty Hafan was well 
within our skillsets and those of our 
design partners at Arup and Atkins. 

We are really pleased to be supporting 
this outstanding children’s charity.” 

Work on the project is due to start 
in August and will include a memorial 
garden, an ‘enchanted woodland’, a 
viewing platform and sensory features 
such as musical instruments and ‘bug 
benches.’

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New endoscopy 
room to improve 
patient care...

A NEW endoscopy 
room to create extra 
capacity for patients 
awaiting procedures 
in Cardiff and the 
Vale has been 
officially opened. 

The ‘Rosemary 
Goldsmith’ room is in 
the endoscopy unit at 
University Hospital 
Llandough (UHL). 

Named after a retired 
nursing sister who 
helped set up endoscopy 
at UHL, the room is 
fitted with new 
endoscopy equipment 
including a high- 
definition monitor, 
endoscopes and a 
computer for generating 
procedure reports. 

The equipment will be 
used to investigate 
patients with stomach 
and bowel symptoms 
and also for bowel 
cancer screening. 

The new room and 
equipment will enable 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
to provide hundreds of 
additional procedures to

patients each year. 

These include additional 
upper GI endoscopy, 
colonoscopy and 
sigmoidoscopy 
procedures. 

The new room brings 
the total number of 
endoscopy rooms across 
the health board to six, 
with four placed at UHL 
and two at University 
Hospital of Wales. The 
team currently carries 
out 10,000 procedures 
per year and is hoping to 
increase this to around 
13,000 a year. 

The additional 
facilities cost £750,000 
and the health board has 
also employed an 
additional five nurses to 
support patients in it, 
complementing the 20 
existing nursing staff 
who work in endoscopy. 

It is hoped the new 
facility and additional 
funding will improve 
current waiting times for 
endoscopy patients 
across Cardiff and the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 


System keeps dental 
patients in the loop 


THE University Dental Hospital in 
Cardiff has recently installed ‘hearing 
loop’ systems in all its reception areas, 
making it easier for those with hearing 
impairments to communicate efficiently 
and confidentially. 

A hearing loop is a special type of sound system 
for use by people with hearing aids. 

The hearing loop provides a wireless signal that is 
picked up by the hearing aid when it is set to ‘T’ 
setting which cuts out background noise allowing 
sound to go straight into the hearing aid. 

In addition to the hearing loop systems, a number 
of portable Sonido personal listeners are also 
available for hearing aid and non hearing aid wearers 
to use throughout the dental hospital. 

The Sonido personal listener acts like an amplifier 
and is designed to help people hear conversations 
and other sounds more clearly.

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Comedy is Absolutely anything but Fabulous 


O NE of the better sitcoms to 
emerge from the BBC in the 
1990s was Absolutely 
Fabulous , Jennifer Saunders’ satire 
of the world of fashion and PR 
which developed quite a following. 

Given the success of The Inbetweeners, 
the decision to make a film from the series 
isn’t a surprising one - this time around 
Edina (Saunders) is struggling financially, 
and matters are made worse when she 
inadvertently knocks Kate Moss from a 
balcony, possible killing the supermodel. 

Made a global pariah, Edina and Patsy 
(Joanna Lumley) go on the run to Cannes 
and come up with a scheme to ensure they 
need never return to Britain - or worry 
about money - ever again... 

The old rule of when British sitcoms 
become films, the characters have to go on 
holiday is only partially obeyed here, the 
second half of Absolutely Fabulous taking 
place in the beautiful environs of Cannes. 


However, the other rule (that the film 
version of the sitcom overreaches with its 
ambitions) is wholly true here, in a film 
that, while it has its moments, is all too 
clumsily plotted and more ‘miss’ than ‘hit’. 

In Edina and Patsy you have two 
characters that age won’t diminish; still 
trying to stay relevant, still trying to skew 
younger than they are and still emptying the 
nation’s reserves of Bollinger. Seeing them 
unleashed on the big screen should be a 
thrill - and yet, for all the razor-sharp one- 
liners that are delivered, it doesn’t thrill 
anywhere near as much as it should. 

The blame for this comes very much 
from the narrative, two cobbled together 
plots that feel like they should be two halves 
of one TV-sized special rather than a move 
in its own right. Neither story really 
engages, and the resolutions to various 
subplots are resolved with a nonchalant 
wink or reference to something offscreen. 

There are celebrity cameos coming out of 
the pores of this film, everyone from Joan 


Collins to Emma Bunton, Lulu (whose 
accent over the course of the film manages 
to travel from London to Glasgow in record 
time) to Jean Paul Gaulthier, and of course 
Kate Moss (better stick to the modelling 
darling); yet those inessential to the story’s 
machinations fail to do much other than 
showcase the depth of Jennifer Saunders’ 
phone book. 

It’s not all doom and gloom - the central 
duo of Saunders and Joanna Lumley are 
hilarious when the script affords them the 
opportunity, with Lumley getting the 
choicest cuts and devouring them with 
relish. 

Alongside them Jane Horrocks’ Bubble is 
even more random and out there than ever, 
all the while underpinned by Julia Sawalha’s 
quiet frustration with her mother’s antics. 

Director Mandie Fletcher’s work in 
television means that the film doesn’t quite 
have the cinematic feel needed, though there 
are a few well-defined set-pieces (a chase 
through Cannes) that broaden the scope of 


proceedings. However, it feels poorly-edited 
(witness how Jon Hamm runs through 
several hair styles in the course of one 
scene) and you can’t help but feel the lack 
of attention to detail is indicative of the film 
as a whole. 

The characters are as madcap as ever - 
but there’s no real story for them to engage 
with, and the satire is blunted to the point of 
caricature. It all feels too rushed and 
unfocused, meaning that this film is 
Absolutely anything but Fabulous. 

VERDICT: A disappointing step up to 
the big screen, Absolutely Fabulous has its 
moments (chiefly courtesy of Joanna 
Lumley) but they are few and far between. 
It’s a film that feels unfocused and rushed, 
and, unfortunately, fails to live up to the 
quality of the TV series, far too much ‘miss’ 
and nowhere near enough ‘hit’. Poor.

NFU Cymru has welcomed 
clarity from EU agriculture 
commissioner Phil Hogan 
around the current situation 
for Welsh farmers in the wake 
of the EU Referendum exit 
vote. 

Writing in a letter to NFU 
Cymru president Stephen James, 
Phil Hogan confirmed that the UK 
“would remain a full member of the 
EU, with all the rights and 
obligations” this entails, until 
Article 50 discussions are 
completed. 

Mr Hogan explained that, for the 
time being, Welsh farmers will 
“continue to have full access to 
CAP support schemes and to the 
EU internal market”. 

The letter also stresses that 
Welsh farmers and paying 
authorities will have to comply 
with all existing EU legislation. 

Mr James stated: “This 
communication from the 


commissioner is welcome news 
and provides clarity during these 
uncertain times. The message to 
Welsh farmers is simple - it’s very 
much business as usual for the time 
being. 

Mr James continued: “While the 
peace of mind that this message 
brings is welcome, it is also 
important to stress that Welsh 
farmers must continue to operate 
under the same conditions that they 
were previously. 

“Existing rules - and the 
penalties that come with failing to 
comply with them - will continue 
to apply for the foreseeable future. 
The result of the EU Referendum 
vote does not change anything in 
that regard.” 

He said that NFU Cymru will 
continue to play a leading role in 
discussions in the wake of the exit 
vote and the organisation will keep 
members informed of 
developments as and when they 
happen.

‘Why democratic 
vote must stand’ 


I READ with 

incredulity the letter 
from Coun Richard 
Bertin, published in last 
week’s edition of The 
GEM. 

As clearly did Coun Bertin, I 
too voted to remain within the 
EU, and my sentiments on 
learning of the outcome were 
not wholly dissimilar to his 
expression of ‘devastation’. 

I also agree with him that there 
are several facets of the EU that I 
find to be unacceptable, and that 
the only way to change any 
number of them was to seek to do 
so by retaining our membership. 

However, the fact is 
inescapable that the electorate - 
doubtless including many of 
those to whom he expresses 
sympathy for the outcome - 
decided that we should not 
remain within the EU. 

Moreover, amongst the 17 


million who were seemingly 
convinced by the Brexit 
arguments were doubtless 
‘working class’ people (much as I 
dislike class differentiation) with 
whom Coun Bertin expresses 
added sympathy to his own 
chagrin for the outcome of the 
Referendum. 

Why would David Cameron 
have decided that a Referendum 
(the holding of which was 
included in the manifesto of the 
Conservative party previous to 
the last general election), was 
necessary, in part, to appease the 
UKIP party? 

It patently cannot be denied 
that there has been, for some 
considerable time, a faction 
within the Conservative party 
who have railed against our 
continued participation within the 
EU; but what has become evident 
is that there are elements within 
other political parties who are 
like minded. 

Oh, and so are seemingly the 
majority within those who voted, 


no doubt including many whom 
Coun Bertin represents within his 
ward. 

As doubtless is the view of 
Coun Bertin, hindsight leads me 
to wish that the outcome of the 
Referendum had not been as it 
was, but the reality is that the 
issue was and would have 
remained ‘a festering sore,’ not 
only in Westminster, but 
seemingly with the majority of 
the electorate - as the outcome 
rather demonstrated.

Remembering the ‘Brexit young were 
tears of friendship led like lemmings’ 


1 WAS very 
interested to 
read the letter 
and photograph 
sent to you by my 
friend, Mrs Sue 
Bowyer, and

It concerned the first 
visit of the Rheinfelden 
civic dignitaries and 
choirs to Barry in 1969, 
some 24 years after the 
end of World War Two. 

Mrs Bowyer 
comments on the 
moving ceremony at the 
Barry War Memorial 
when her father, Mayor 
of Barry Coun Ken 
Miles, and a civic 
representative of 
Rheinfelden, laid 
wreaths in memory of 
the men, women and 
children who lost their 
lives in the conflict. 

I was privileged to be 
present at this ceremony 
as a member of the 
Barry Male Choir and 
recall how emotional 
were the various 
ceremonies with the 
respective choirs singing 
hymns separately and 
also together. 

During my time as a 
chorister, the conductors 
were the late Leslie 
Tusler and his successor, 
Douglas Baxter, both of 
whom were keen 
linguists, who ensured 
our pronunciation of 
German (and a number 
of other languages) was 
of a high standard, and 
the many wonderful 


exchange visits between 
our twin towns 
developed quickly into 
numerous close 
friendships that continue 
to this day. 

The BMVC arranged 
for a large banner 
‘Friendship through 
Music’, and its German 
translation, to be made 
and this was displayed at 
the joint concerts in 
Barry and Rheinfelden. 

Long may these 
friendships continue 
through our families 
linked together, to 
counteract the recent 
bitter outbursts by some 
during and following the 
Referendum debates. 

I recall how 
apprehensive the 
German party was at 
coming to Barry just 24 
years after the terrible 
World War Two carnage 
and after being hosted in 
our homes, there was 
clearly a sense of shame 
at how a great nation 
was misled by the Nazi 
dictatorship. 

My late wife and our 
two children escorted 
our two German guests 
to the farewell function 
at Bindles Ballroom the 
day before the German 
party returned, and I can 
honestly say that I have 
never before or since 
experienced such a 
wonderful atmosphere. 

There were many 
tears as we waved our 
new friends farewell, but 
not goodbye.

The Vale of Glamorgan Council, following the recommendation of the 
Chief Constable of Police, and in exercise of its powers as Highway 
Authority under Sections 14(1) and 22C of the Road traffic regulation Act 
1984 and of all other enabling powers, for the purposes of avoiding, 
reducing, or reducing the likelihood of, danger connected with terrorism, 
intends in not less than seven days from the date of this Notice to make 
an order the general effect of which will be to introduce prohibitions, 
restrictions and limitations in those locations and during those times 
specified below: 

Pursuant to the powers afforded by section 22C of the Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984, the use of the public highway, by all classes of user, 
with the exception of use by a) vehicles of the Emergency Services or b) 
other classes of user to be agreed with the Chief Constable South Wales 
Police in the interests of Airport Security and Public safety will be limited 
as shown by temporary markings, physical barriers and signs in so far as 
such use may be restricted by the above Act.

Reasons: These prohibitions, restrictions and limitations are made for 

the purpose of avoiding danger to persons or other traffic 
using the roads; avoiding, reducing, or reducing the 
likelihood of, danger connected with terrorism or for a 
purpose relating to danger or damage connected with 
terrorism (as defined in Section 1 of the Terrorism Act 2000).

P OINT-to-Point racing 
returned to Llanwonno 
Mountain, which is more 
than a 1,000 feet above sea 
level, for the first time since 
1904 when the now defunct 
Glog and Tyn-y-Cymmer 
Hunt held a meeting - and the 
new, left-handed very 
undulating course which was 
being used by the Ystrad Hunt 
could be described as a real 
old-fashioned one. 

Comments from riders and 
spectators ranged 
from ‘interesting’, ‘room for 
adjustment’ and ‘different’. 

While it could never be described 
as one of the best viewing courses in 
Wales, it was obvious that hunt 
members and officials had worked 
hard - they had to knock down six 
stone walls to build the course. 

It certainly provided some surprise 
winners and the only favourite to 
oblige was Gwyn Phillips’s 
Sandholme which won the members’ 
race under Bridgend’s Paul Hamer 
after Rockey Prince, ridden 
by Kevin Cousins, had blundered 
away his chance at the last. 

In the restricted open, Linda 
Evans’s Fox Pointer (Pembroke Hunt) 
ridden for the first time by St 
Athan farmer John Thomas, came 
with a great run to join the favourite 
Captain Equity, ridden by 
Welsh champion Tim Jones, at the last 
fence, and the 33-1 outsider went on 
to score by three lengths. 

Unfortunately, Mrs Evans didn’t 
see her horse win as she was at her 
Narbeth home suffering 
with glandular fever. Local rider, 
Robert Rowsell, from Pontypridd, did 
well to win the adjacent 
hunts’ race on his father’s Solar’s 
Pride which made a bad mistake at 
the fifth, causing his 20-year-old rider 
to lose the reins. However, Robert 
quickly regained them and Solar’s 
Pride ran on strongly to beat the fast 
finishing Ellferandem by a length 


after the favourite, Treble Chance, 
ridden by Cowbridge’s John 
Llewellyn, had looked all over the 
winner four fences out, only to fade 
quickly. 

Yuan Princess, a six-year-old 
chestnut mare from the Worcestershire 
Hunt, partnered by Heather 
Morgan-Jones, took up the running 
after a circuit to land the ladies’ open 
race by a comfortable 
six lengths from Best Intent ridden by 
Caroline Brown. 

The odds-on Lady Lavena never 
looked like winning and finished a 
further 12 lengths back in 
third place. Yuan Princess, a winner 
over hurdles, is owned in partnership 
by Nigel Williams and Andrew 
Wilkinson. 

One of the weakest Welsh men’s 
open races for years resulted in an 
exciting finish with the 33-1 outsider 
Sirundy, a chance ride for 
Llancarfan’s Evan Williams, getting 
home by a neck from the favourite 
Rostuile, ridden by Steve Shinton. 
Sirundy, who gave Gelligaer’s Paul 
Riddick his second winner, is a 10- 
year-old by Derby winner Grundy. 

Sirundy has won on the flat and 
been placed over hurdles. He cost 
80,000 guineas as a yearling and was 
down to be ridden by Robert Rowsell, 
who gave up the ride as he wasn’t 
feeling too good after his success on 
Solar’s Pride earlier in the evening. 

Eleven-year-old Bribella gave 
Castleton farrier Tim Rooney his 10th 
winner of the season when 
landing the maiden race by a length 
from Summer Trip, ridden by John 
Thomas. 

Both jumped the last together, but 
Bribella, owned by Bridgend farmer 
Eirwen Williams, showed the better 
speed on the short run-in.

Governing bodies 
meet to plan next 
year’s chess season 


LLANTWIT 
MAJOR Bowls 
Club had a 
successful week, 
winning both of 
their games. 

On Wednesday 
Llantwit faced Sully in 
the Munro Cup - this 
side are normally a 
difficult team to beat, 
but this time Llantwit 
won on all rinks in a 75- 
37 win. 

Graham Jones’ rink 
went ahead on the 
fourth end and from the 
sixth end they won 
seven ends in a row to 
lead by 12 shots. 

Sully came back for a 
few ends before 
Llantwit finished with a 
flourish, scoring six 
shots on the last three 
ends to win by 13. 

Steve Booker’s rink 
took the lead after the 
third end, scoring a five 
on the 10th end to take a 
10 -shot lead. 

They continued 
dominating the game, 
winning the last four 
ends to win by 15 shots. 

Kyle Garrison’s rink 
won the first four ends 
and Llantwit continued 
scoring freely, picking 
up two ends of three 
shots to win by six. 

Neville Young’s rink 
led from the third end. 
Sully came back, 
winning on three ends, 
before Llantwit took 
over, picking up a four 
on the ninth end to win 
eventually by four shots.

On Saturday, Llantwit 
travelled to St Albans 
(Cardiff) for their league 
match, a team they have 
never beaten on their 
own patch. 

This time Llantwit 
came out on top, 
winning on three rinks 
for a 84-63 win. 


Charles Hiscock’s 
rink were on the ball 
from the start, taking a 
12 shot lead by the ninth 
end. 

After losing the next 
three ends, Llantwit 
took seven of the final 
nine ends for a 17-shot 
win. 

Steve Booker’s rink 
started well, having a 
five-shot advantage after 
six ends. 

Albans clawed their 
way back to take the 
lead on the 13th end 
before both sides then 
took it in turns to win 
ends. 

A dramatic final end 
ensued with Albans 
holding three shots but 
the Llantwit skip, with 
his final bowl, reduced 
it to one shot with a 
great bowl, giving 
Llantwit a one-shot win. 

Graham Jones’ rink 
started the match well, 
having a four-shot lead 
after two ends. Albans 
quickly replied, scoring 
four to level the scores. 

The scores were 
again level on the ninth 
end and after this 
Albans went ahead, 
winning most of the 
remaining ends to win 
the game. 

Neville Young’s rink 
did well on an 
unpredictable green with 
the Llantwit front men 
finding their touch from 
the start. 

With Llantwit 
holding a three shot 
advantage on the ninth 
end, Llantwit then won 
the following eight ends 
with all the rink 
contributing; Albans 
then scored five shots to 
reduce the deficit to a 
Llantwit win of 14 
shots.

The words of Wales 
manager Chris Coleman 
after what can easily be 
described as the greatest 
night yet in the history 
of Welsh football. 

Having booked their 
place in the quarter¬ 
finals of Euro 2016 with 
a win over Northern 
Ireland, Coleman's team 
put their opponents 
Belgium to the sword in 
the most incredible of 
fashions, clawing their 
way back from being a 
goal behind to record a 
tremendous 3-1 win 
over a team ranked 
second in the world. 

It was the same 
nearly a year ago in 
Cardiff, when Gareth 
Bale pounced on a poor 
back header from Radja 
Naingollan (more from 
him later) to score the 
only goal of the game, a 
win that put Wales three 
points clear at the top of 
their qualification group 
as they aimed to reach a 
major tournament for 
the first time since 
1958. 

This time around, 
while the opposition 
were the same (as was 
their ranking position), 
the stakes were far 
greater than even the 
most optimistic Welsh 
fan could have predicted 
12 months ago. It was 
winner-takes-all - for 
the victors a place in the 
semi-finals of the 
European Championship 
against a Portugal side 
which, 24 hours earlier, 
has beaten Poland on 
penalties in a dull and 
lifeless encounter. 

For Wales, this was 
their biggest game so far 
(arguably the biggest in 
their history), against 
opponents who they 
hadn't lost to in their last 
three encounters - could 
plucky Wales sear their 
name in the history 
books, defy the odds 
and take their place in 


the final four of Euro 
2016? 

The answer, a 
breathless 90 minutes 
later, was a resounding 
yes, delivering a 
performance that 
astounded both fans and 
neutrals alike, 
overpowering Belgium 
with that much-vaunted 
pride and passion 
brimming to the fore. 

The early exchanges 
indicated the magnitude 
of this fixture, both 
teams taking a while to 
bed into the game, but it 
was Belgium which 
sharpened up quickest, 
nearly taking the lead 
when a series of shots 
were kept out by the 
hands of Wayne 
Hennessey and the legs 
and flailing limbs of 
defenders. 

If it served warning 
of the attacking potency 
of this Belgium team, 
then the warning was 
heeded, as Wales soon 
settled into the game - 
but they were to fall 
behind when that man 
Naingollan redeemed 
himself for his error last 
June. Picking the ball 
up 25 yards from goal, 
he delivered a shot of 
such venom and 
accuracy that Hennessy 
could only help it on its 
way to the back of the 
net. 

It was the first time in 
this tournament (aside 
from that late England 
winner) that Wales had 
gone behind, but while 
you may have expected 
the Belgians to go for 
the jugular, they instead 
sat back a little - and 
then paid the price. 

A comer kick on the 
half-hour mark for 
Wales was whipped in 
and found the head of 
captain Ashley 
Williams, who powered 
it home to level the 
scores and suddenly the 
impetus was with Wales. 


The remainder of the 
half was a frantic affair, 
but with the sides going 
into the break level, it 
was Wales that were the 
more ascendant of the 
two teams. 

Belgium had no 
doubt relished the half¬ 
time whistle as a chance 
to regroup, and they 
were quick to put the 
Welsh team under 
pressure as the second 
half began; however, it 
was to be Wales that 
would grab the next 
goal. 

A break down the 
right from Aaron 
Ramsey saw the 
midfielder centre the 
ball for Hal Robson 
Kanu, and with three 
defenders around him 
Kanu was up against it. 

However, with a 
Cmyff-esque turn, he 
managed to leave the 
defenders for dead, side¬ 
footing the ball past 
Courtois in the Belgian 
goal to give Wales the 
lead - a lead they 
wouldn't relinquish. 

Belgium tried to get 
themselves back in the 
game, but passes were 
going long, balls not 
finding feet - the more 
they tried, the less 
likely they looked like 
scoring. It was a shock 
then with Welsh backs 
against the wall, and 
with five minutes 
remaining, Chris Gunter 
broke down the right 
and crossed the ball into 
the box. His pacey 
delivery was met by the 
head of substitute Sam 
Vokes, who glided the 
ball over the despairing 
hand of Courtois to ease 
the pressure and unleash 
the celebrations. 

It was a deserved win 
for Coleman's team, a 
performance easily the 
equal of, if not 
surpassing, their 3-0 
rout of Russia in the 
final qualifying game. It 
didn't come without 
cost however, with 
Ramsey and Ben Davies 


picking up bookings 
that meant they were 
suspended from last 
night’s (Wednesday) 
encounter with 
Portugal; losses 
certainly, with both 
players having covered 
themselves in glory 
with their performances 
thus far, but with James 
Collins or Jazz Richards 
and Jonny Williams or 
Andy King likely to 
come in to deputise, one 
that can be managed. 

Pesky press deadlines 
mean that by the time 
you read this piece you 
will know whether 
Wales prospered against 
the Portuguese or if the 
Ronaldo-led team 
proved too strong for 
this brave group of 
players - if it's the 
former, then all eyes 
will be on Paris on 
Sunday, the mouth¬ 
watering prospect of 
Wales in the Euro 2016 
final against either hosts 
France or Germany, a 
prospect that seemed 
inconceivable when the 
tournament began three 
weeks ago. 

Win or lose, it has 


been a phenomenal 
summer for this Welsh 
squad - having begun 
the tournament with 
hopes of simply getting 
out of the group, having 
dealt with the 
disappointment of 
conceding that late goal 
against England, this 
group of players and 
management have, 
again and again, shown 
just how strong the 
team spirit and work 
ethic is among them all. 

When the pressure 
was on against Russia 
they responded 
superbly, and since then 
have raised their game 
when they have needed 
to. The semi-final 
against Portugal will 
have been, for many, 
the biggest game they 
have ever been involved 
in, yet there is no sign 
that this squad will 
succumb to pressure or 
nerves. 

As Chris Coleman 
said, “If you're not 
afraid to dream then 
you're not afraid to fail” 
- and this group has 
made a nation of 
dreamers this summer.
